8. The Surgeons*General with the Government of India and with the Governments 

_of Madras and Bombay will, in addition to performing civil administrative duties, be Heads 

of the Indian Medical Departments in their respective Presidencies. It will be their duty, 

among other matters, to p se transfers between the Military and Civil Depattments, 

to recommend for promotion to the administrative grades, and to advise the Government 

on all questions relating to the admission of officers and subordinates to the Indian Medical 

“Service, to the conduct and services of Indian Medical cfficers of all grades, and to the 

supply of medicines and hospital stores. The Surgeon-General with the Government of 

India will be entitled to receive any information he desires from the Deputy Surgeons- 

‘General attached to the Local Governments aut Administrations, and to communicate with 

. these officers in regard to the operation of. departmental rules and orders; but he will 

exercise no direct authority over these officers who will te solely under the orders of the 
Local Government or Administration to which each belongs. ‘ 
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4, Officers will be selected for the above named administrative officers the Gov- 
ernment of India for the. Bengal Presidency, and by the Governments of Madras and 
Bombay for those Presidencies respectively. Selections will be made in each Presidency 
from the whole Indian Medical Service of that : residency ; and the principles of selection 
hitherto followed in all other respects in making such appointments will be observed. 

5. The Deputy Surgeon-General for the Central Provinces will also be Sanitary 
Commissioner for those provinces. As already notified in the Military Department order 
of the 2nd January 1880 above quoted, the Deputy Surgeon-General of the Eastern Frontier 
District will, in addition to his military duties, carry on the civil medical administration of 
Assam, and will also perform the duties of Sanitary Commissioner in that Province. The 
Deputy Surgeon-General of the Punjab Frontier Force will also exercise the civil 
medical administration of that circle, and in respect of these civil duties, he will be subject 
to the orders of the Provincial Deputy Surgeon-General, styled Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals. 

. In Central India, the Presidency Surgeon at Indore will perform the duties of an 
administrative medical officer as regards all civil medical officers and. subordinates employed 
under the orders of. the Agent to the Governor-General for Central India. He will 
exercise a general supervision over these officers, and advise the Agent to the Governor- 
General ou all civil medical arrangements. 

"7. In Berar, the Sanitary Commissioner will be entrusted with the medical adminis- 
trative duties of the Province, instead of the Deputy Surgeon-General at Hyderabad, who is 
now a purely military officer. 

8. The administrative medical and sanitary duties, including vaccination, will, for 
the Province of Burma, be performed by the Inspector-General of Jails, in addition to his 
other duties. 

9. Inthe Andamans, the Senior Medical Officer will be entrusted with the medical 
administrative duties of the Settlement, including the Nicobars. 

10. In Rajputana, the Superintendent-General of Dispensaries and Vaccination will 
exercise the functions of an administrative medical officer in respect of all civil medical 
daties. 

11. In Biluchistan, the Resideney Surgeon, Quetta, will exercise the functions of 
an administrative medical officer in respect of the civil medical duties in Biluchistan, at 
Sibi, and on the Bolan and Sind-Peshin State Railways. 

12. In minor matters, such as the submission of periodical returns and furnishing 
information, the officers abovenamed, viz. the Residency Surgeon, Indote, the Sanitary 
Commissioner, Berar, the Inspector-General of Jails, Burma, the Senior Medical Officer 
of the Andamans, and the Superintendent-General of Disvensaries, Rajputana, and the 
Residency Surgeon, Quetta, will communicate direct with the Surgeon-General with the 
Government of India; but all matters of importance should be submitted to the Govern- 
ment of India by the Agent to the Governor-General for Central India, the Resident at 
Hyderabad, the Chief Commissioner of Burma, the Superintendent of Port Blair, or the 
Agent to the Governor-General for Rajputnana or Biluchistan, as the case may be. 

13. In all Provinces for which a serarate Sanitary Commissioner is sanctionea, the 
Sanitary Department will, except in regard to leave, pensions, and such question, remain 
distinct from, and not subordinate to, the Medical Department; and in selection for snch 
posts, knowledge and experience asa sanitary officer will be specially covsidered. The 
Sanitary Commissioners of such Provinces shall no longer, in virtue of their appointments 
as such, have the rank and privileges of a Deputy Surgeon-General. ‘his rule will apply 
to all officers appointed as Sanitary Commissioners after the 19th March 1886, the date of 
receipt of the Secretary of State’s Despatch No. 37 (Military), dated London, 25th 
February 1886. Asa compensation for the withdrawal from Sanitary Commissioners of 
the rank and privileges of a Deputy Surgeon-General, Her Majesty’s Government have 
sanctioned the annual grant of four extra pension’ of £100 each to senior officers of the 
Indian Medical Department in the proportion of two for the Bengal and one each for the 
Madras and Bombay Medical Services. The conditions attaching to the grant of these 
pensions are embodied in India Army Circulars of 1886, clause 91, issued by the Military 
Department. . 

14, The supervision of the Vaccination Department will form an important part of 
the duties of the Sanitary Commissioner in each’ Province. The Superintendents of 
Vaccination are Deputy Sanitary Commissioners, under the orders of the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner, who will utilise not only them, but also the whole vaccination staff, on sanitary 
work, Civil Surgeons will also assist the Sanitary Department as far as practicable in this 
important duty. bitin 

15, Although the administration of the Indian Medical Service is divided into two 
branches, Civil and Military, Indian Medical officers will remain, as now, military officers, 
those in civil employment being only lent to the Civil Department, and being liable to be 
called on for military duty in the event of their services being required. i

2, In thus republishing the Statute, the Governor-General in Council considers it 
desirable to invite the attention of all officers concerned to thosd of its provisions which 
relvte to the issue and endorsement of warrants for the arrest of fugitive offienders, Thus it 
will be noticed that when a warrant has been issued in one part of Her Muajesty’s domi 
nions for the apprehension of a fugitive offender from that part, a Judge ofa Supe: ior Court 
in another part of Her Majesty’s dominions in, or on the way to, which the fugitive is or is 
suspected to be, is, for the purposes of Part I of the Statute, empowered by section 3 to 
endorse the warrant, and it 1s necessary that the proper endorsement should be effected 
before an arrest can legally be made thereunder. By section 4 of the Statute, a Magistrate 
of any part of Her Majesty’s dominions is empowered, under circumstances therein 
described, to issue a provisional warrant for the apprehension of a fugitive. The corro- 
sponding provisions of Part II of the Statute are contained in sections 13 and 16 respec- 
tively, under which the necessary power in both classes of cases is vested in Magistrates. 
A summons requiring the attendance of a witness, issued by a Judge or Magistrate having 
iawful authority in this behalf in a British possession of a group to which Part II of the Statute 
applies, may, under section 15, be endorsed by a Magistrate in any other British possession 
concerned of the same group, and, when so endorsed, may be legally enforced. Section 26 
of the Act further empowers the authority endorsing a warrant to name in the endorsement 

«certain persons, who shall, in addition to the persons to whom the warrant was originally 
addressed, be authorised to execute the same. 

8. The Governor-General in Council trusts that, when it is necessary to take action 
under the Statute in question, the provisions above referred to, as also all other provisions 
thereof, will be carefully observed.

(2) he has his family dwelling-house within those limits, and occasionally visits it ; 
or if— 


(3) he owns immoveable property within those limits in respect of which he pays 
municipal rates, and vccasionally visits it. 
A person may be resident within the limits of more than one Municipality at the 
same time. 
Of the qualification of voters. 

. 2, Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who have been resident within 
the limits of the. Municipality for twelve months immediately before the date of the 
election, and who have attained the age of 21 years.

“ Certificated petroleum” means petroleum covered by a certificate granted at the port 
of shipment, or such description as the Local Government may, from time to time, by written 
order describe, and to the effect that the petroleum is not dangerous petroleum, 

“ Uncertificated petroleum ” means petroleum which the master of the ship has not 
declared under rule 2 to be davgerous petroleum, and which is not c.vered by a eertificate 
as aforesaid. 

“ Petroleum reported dangerous”? means petroleum stated in a report signed by the 
Chemical Examiner to Government, and deposited in the office of the Port Commissioners, 
to be dangerous petroleum. 

« Petroleum reported not dangerous” means petroleum stated in a report as aforesaid 
not to be dangerous petroleum. 


Importation at Catcurta. 


2. The master of every ship bound for Calcutta and carrying petroleum shall, before 
reaching Budge-Budge, declare in writing to,the pilot*— .

and discharge its cargo in the ordinary manner, The Commissioner of Police shall, 
however, he entitled at any time to obtain a sample cf such petroleum for the purpose of 
having it tested. 


ImportaTION AT OTHER Ports. 


10. The master of every ship conveying petroleum shall on entering a port in the 
Lower Provinces of Bengal other than the Port of Calcutta, give intimation of the quantity 
and description of the petroleum to the Magistra’e of the district, and shall not allow more 
than three gallons of dangerous petroleum to be removed from the sbip for delivery to any 
one person, except upon the production by the consignee cr his agent of a license under 
section 4 or section 5 of the Act (as the case may be) to possess the same.

Qualifications of Candidates for employment as District Engineers, 
Overseers and Accountants (g). 

1. Any person serving as a District Engineer under the Cess Act of. 
1880 at the time of the Local Self-Government Act coming into force shall 
be deemed to be qualified for re-appointment as District Engineer of the same 
district if the District Board desire to re-appoint him. 

2. Acandidate for employment as District Engineer under the Local 
Self-Government Act must be qualified in one of the manners following,. that 
is to say, he must— 


(a) be atthe time of seeking the employment, or have previously 
been, a member of the Public Works Department of the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal and hold a certificate from the Chief 
Engineer that his services have been such as to qualify him 
for employment as District Engineer; or 

(5) hold the degree of Bachelor of Engineering or be a Licentiate of 
Engineering of the Calcutta University, and have been employed 
on Engineering works for not less than five years, exclusive 
of any time spent on apprenticeship, and hold satisfactory 
certificates of good conduct and efficiency during such employ- 
ment; or ;

"responsible for preventing the expenditure on any work excerding the amount 
of the sanctioned estimate. They should also strive to bring economically

22. District Engineers must exact from their subordinates a correct per- 
formance of their duties and give them all proper instructions.

ns District Engineers, the arrangement and general plan of

himself prepare the designs for any work in lis division, He willeom- » 
municate freely and personally on all professional matters with District. 
Engiveers, and affurd them the benefit of his advice in the performance of 
their duties. . 

80. The Inspector of Local Works will, in submitting to the Commissioner 
any reports, plans, estimates or other documents relating to the works of District 
Boards, invariably state his own opinion as to the suitability of the designs and 
reasonableness of the rates. He must also check the calculations in detail 
of all estimates and compare the quantities in the estimates with those shown 
on the drawings. If projects are sent up by District Boards without proper 
information, he will return them for such further information as the case 
may need.

1486 work for hire as bazar coolie within the limits of the New Municipal Market who is not 
duly licensed for this purpose by the Commissioners, or by such officers as they may 
authorise to grant licenses to bazar coolies. 

17(b). A register of licensed coolies shall be kept up in the office of the Market Super- 
intendent, which shall be open to the inspection of any member of the Market Committee, 
during office hours on all days, except Sundays and close holidays. 

17(c). A licensed coolie shall wear a badge and such other distinctive dress as shall 
enable every person frequenting the Market to know that he is licensed, and shall wear on his 

.arm, or in some other conspicuous place, a number corresponding with his number in the 
register of licensed coolies. 

17(d). No person other than a licensed coolie shall wear the badge, distinctive dress, or 
number indicated in the preceding rule. 

17(e). Licensed coolies shall be charged such sum for the badge and other distinctive 
dress referred to above as the Market Committee shall from time to time prescribe, 

17(f). Sirdars shall be appointed to preserve order and discipline among the licensed 
coolies, and prevent their harassing the public, and shall be remunerated by salaries met by 
contributions to be paid by the coolies monthly as a condition of the continuance of their 
license : Provided that not more than one sirdar shall be appointed to 25 licensed coolies. 

The contributions shall be such sum, not exceeding 6 annas per mensem, a8 may from 
time to time be fixed by the Market Committee. 

17(9). These rules shall not apply to private servants employed by persons frequenting 

. the Market to carry purchases made by them. 

18. The Market Committee may, for special reasons to be recorded by them, refuse to 
allow any Agere person to act as private coolie if they think that the employment of such 
person within the limits of the Market is inexpedient.
